I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Buckley  Urban  District  for  the  year  1969. 

The  1961  Census  gave  a population  of  7,659.  The  estimated  populatio 
for  June  1969  was  10,120  an  increase  of  760  over  the  1968  figure. 

Live  births  numbered  267,  43  more  than  in  1968,  and  in  consequence 
the  birth  rate  was  26.4  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  23.93 
in  1968  and  23.87  in  1967.  For  comparison  with  other  areas,  the 
adjusted  birth  rate  is  32.5  which  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  at  16.3  for  1000  population. 

There  wore  5 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  compared 
with  4 in  1968,  1 in  1967,  6 in  1966  and  one  in  1965.  One  of  the 
five  was  under  4 weeks  old.  This  gave  an  Infant  Death  Rate  of  19 
for  1000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0. 

There  were  3 still  births.  This  gave  a still  birth  rate  of 
11.  The  national  rate  was  13. 

The  principal  single  cause  of  death  (at  all  ages)  was  again 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for 
46  of  the  100  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year.  This  was  a 
decrease  of  7 over  1968  figures. 

Cancer  accounted  for  29  deaths,  9 more  than  in  1968.  There 
were  9 deaths  from  cancer  of  lungs  or  bronchus,  compared  with 
7 in  1968,  5 in  1967  and  7 in  1966. 

This  year,  once  more,  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

There  wore  2 deaths  from  motor  accidents,  compared  with  3 in  1968, and 
none  in  1967.  There  wero  no  maternal  deaths.  Pneumonia  causod 
4 deaths  and  bronchitis  and  other  respiratory  diseases  12. 


Infectious  disease  notifications  totalled  119.  There  wero  11 
cases  of  dysentory,  105  of  measles,  and  2 of  food  poisoning. 

There  was  one  case  of  pneumonia.  There  wore  no  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
tho  Health  Committee,  and  your  Officials,  particularly  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  their  continued 
help  throughout  tho  year.

The  Buckley  Urban  District  i9  situated  on  a foothill  of  the  Clwydian 
Range  to  the  North  East  of  the  County  of  Flint,  and  is  bounded  on  the  North, 
East  and  South  by  tho  Hawarden  Rural  District  and  the  North, West  and  South 
by  the  Holywell  Rural  District. 

The  subsoil  is  clay  in  the  greater  part  of  tho  area.  Below  are  the 
lower  coal  measures,  now  no  longer  worked.  The  principal  industries  are 
Cement, Brick  and  Tile  Works  together  with  Agriculture. 

In  past  times,  Buckley  residents  worked  within  the  district,  but  with 
the  closing  of  the  Elm  Colliery  in  the  nineteen  thirties,  and  the  decay 
of  fche  pottery  industry,  many  of  the  local  inhabitants  found  work  in  tho 
Shotton  Steelworks,  at  Courtaulds  fibre  plant  at  Flint,  and  in  other  local 
industries.  With  tho  building  of  so  many  new  houses,  Buckley  has  become 
an  attractive  residential  area.  With  the  cost  of  land  soaring  in  the  Wirral 
and  Merseyside,  many  people  have  found  that  they  can  buy  homes  in  this  ’ 
district  at  reasonable  prices  and  they  travel  to  and  from  their  place  of 
work  daily.  To  provide  services  for  the  increasing  population  will  call 
for  a great  deal  of  work  in  the  future.  Shops,  schools  and  sewerage  will 
have  to  be  provided. 

It  is  clear  that  in  time  to  come  there  will  be  vast  housing  estates 
engulfing  Buckley  and  joining  together  Buckley  with  Hawarden  and  Mold.  |t 
is  hoped  that  the  old  local  spirit  of  co-operation  and  mutual  aid  will 
not  be  lost.  During  the  year, the  building  of  new  housing  estates  continued 
unabatod,  and  now  residents  continued  to  move  in.

From  these  figures  it  will  bo  seen  that  the  population  was  in  a 
healthy  condition  with  a high  birth  rate  (above  the  national  figure) 
and  a death  rate  (slightly  below  the  national  figure). 

There  were  267  live  births  (149  boys  and  118  girls).  This 
includes  9 illegitimate  births  (6  boys  and  3 girls). 

There  were  43  more  babies  born,  and  6 more  doaths  amongst  the 
population  than  in  1968.

Deaths  totalled  106,  compared  with  100  in  1968  and  86  in  1967. 

Five  infant  deaths  under  one  year  were  recorded.  Four  deaths  occurred 
in  the  15  - 34  age  group.  Three  of  those  were  due  to  accidents.  There 
were  no  deaths  in  the  35  - 44  age  group,  but  in  the  45  - 54  group,  7 
deaths  occurred.  In  the  55  - 64  group,  there  were  21  deaths;  in  tho 
65  - 74  group,  30  deaths,  and  in  the  over  75  year  group,  there  were 
39  deaths. 


Disease  of  tho  heart  and  circulatory  system  caused  46  deaths, 

(29  men,  17  women)  and  cancer  in  one  form  or  another,  29  deaths 
(17  men  , 12  women). 

Bronchitis  and  other  respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  12  deaths, 
-pneumonia  4,  congenital  deformities  3,  motor  accidents  2,  and  other 
accidents  2.  There  were  again  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  and  no 
cases  of  suicide. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


NURSING  IN  THE  HQHE  ~ The  Flintshire  County  Council  employ  District 
Nurse/Midui:vi3S,  the  services  of  uhom  are  available  to  the  residents 
of  Buckley. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  - Four  qualified  Medical  Practitioners  reside 
in  the  Buckley  ereaj  all  of  uhom  are  Principals  in  practice  and  three 
have  assistants.  Altonether,  Principals  and  Assistants,  there  are 
eight  Medical  Practitioners  available  for  the  population  of  Buckley 
and  contiguous  rural  areas. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES  - The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  Chester,  and  the  Public  Analyst, Chester. 

HOSPITALS  - ISOLATION  - None.  Infectious  cases  requiring  isolation 
are  nou  admitted  to  infectious  diseases  hospitals  at  Coluyn  Bay, 
Wrexham  or  Clatterbridge. 

SMALLPOX  - None 

TUBERCULOSIS  - None.  Cases  from  the  area  are  sent  to  Llanguyfan 
Hospital,  near  Denbigh. 

MATERNITY  - None.  The  Catherine  Gladstone  Maternity  Home  is  situated 
at  Mancot,  approximately  four  and  a half  miles  auay.  Pathological 
cases  may  be  sent  to  one  of  the  Chester  Hospitals. 

CHILDRENS  - None.  Children  are  admitted  to  the  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary,  Maelor  General  Hospital, Wrexham,  or  occasionally,  in 
special  cases,  at  the  Childrens  Hospital,  Myrtle  Street, Liverpool. 

GENERAL  HOSPITALS  - Emergency  cases  may  be  sent  to  the  Royal 
Infirmary  or  City  Hospital,  Chester  or  occasionally  to  the  Mold 
Hospital. 

PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  - ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  - Provision 
is  made  by  the  County  Council’s  Health  Department. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  - The  supervision  of  cases  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act  1953  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  - This  service  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council. 
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CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  - There  is  an  Ante-Natal  Centre  and 
Infant  Child  Welfare  Centre  conducted  by  the  County  Council  at 
the  new  Clinic*  Buckley,  the  former  on  the  first  and  third 
Monday  afternoon  and  the  latter  every  Monday  afternoon. 

DAY  NURSERIES  - None. 

SCHOOL  CLINICS  - A school  clinic  is  supervised  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  Assistants  and  is  hold  on 
Tuesday  of  each  week  in  the  New  Clinic,  Buckley. 

TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARIES  - None  in  the  area.  There  is  a Chest 
Clinic  at  "Oaklands" , Queensferry,  at  which  the  Chest  Physician 
and  his  Assistants  see  patients  once  a fortnight. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES  - None.  Cases  are  sent  to  the  special  clinics 
at  the  Royal  Infirmary, Chester  by  arrangement  between  the  County 
Authorities  and  Chester  Royal  Infirmary.

Thoro  wore  11  casos  of  dysentery  during  tho  year.  Theso  casos 
woro  all  mild  onus  and  mainly  affuctod  children.  Supervision  and  tho 
submission  of  spocimons  from  contacts  for  baturiological  examination 
prevented  tho  spread  of  infection. 

Thoro  ujoro  105  casos  of  moaslus  compared  with  9 in  1968  and  80  in 
1967.  Ono  caso  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  a young  u/oman  of  21  and 
was  causod  by  Salmonella  Typhimurium  (a  gorm  found  in  rata).  Tho  modo 
of  infoction  could  not  bo  detorminod.  Another  case  notified  as  food 
poisoning  was  a man  who  had  returned  from  a holiday  in  Tunisia.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  principal  new  legislation  which  came  into  force  during  1969 
affected  the  Department  in  the  spheres  of  Housing  and  Public  Health# 

Tho  use  of  paper  sacks  for  the  reception  and  collection  of  household 
refuse  has  continued  to  grow  and  at  the  end  of  1969  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy  five  (1,875)  properties  had  been  provided  with  paper 
sack  units,  an  increase  of  five  hundred  and  eighty  eight  (588)  properties 
over  the  1958  figure.  Two  hundred  and  ninety  seven  (297)  new  properties 
were  completed  during  the  year  and  even  taking  these  into  account  a 
weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained. 

The  Housing  Act  1969  came  into  force  during  the  year  and  after  a 
slow  start  there  was  evidence  that  it  would  stimulate  improvement 
grant  requirements,  although  a better  assessment  can  bo  made  in  1978 
after  a full  years  working. 

The  problem  of  pollution  was  forced  onto  the  Council's  notice  by 
two  cases  of  illicit  tipping  which  occurred  during  the  year. 

In  the  first  instance  a tanker  load  of  waste  hard  industrial 
detergent  which  was  discharging  into  the  Council's  Tip  at  Etna  caused 
continuing  contamination  in  a flooded  portion  of  an  adjoining  quarry. 
Pumping  to  prevent  flooding  of  the  quarry  workings  caused  pollution 
of  adjoining  water  courses  and  fishing  pool. 

The  contaminant  proved  virtually  indestructable  and  its  removal 
and  safe  disposal  involved  the  Council  in  considerable  expenditure 
of  time  and  money. 

In  the  second  case  a very  large  number  of  drums  containing 
waste  industrial  chemicals  were  tipped  on  land  adjoining  a flooded 
quarry,  thus  causing  a potential  serious  danger  from  fire,  and 
pollution  of  water  courses  and  underground  supplies. 

Intensive  investigations  were  necessary  to  establish  the  source 
of  the  pollution  and  as  a result  of  nationwide  press  and  television 
publicity,  a conference  was  hold  with  the  industrialist  concerned, 
following  which  the  offending  chemicals  we  re  removed  from  the 
District. 
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HOUSING 


Progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  demolition  of  properties 
which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  in  completion  of  the  Slum 
Clearance  proposals  submitted  in  1954.  The  Council’s  Slum  Clcaranco 
programme  is  continuing  but  the  rate  of  progress  will  be  dependent  on 
further  new  Council  house  construction  to  re-house  the  displaced 
familios.  Details  of  properties  dealt  with  are  as  follows:-

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  for  Buckley  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Central 
Flintshire  Water  Board,  and  is  providing  for  this  area  principally  from 
two  sources. 

(a)  Reservoir  at  Cilcain. 

(b)  Alwen  Reservoir  via  the  Birkehhead  Aqueduct. 

These  supplies  are  fed  into  the  two  covered  service  reservoirs  at 
Prenbrigog  from  where  they  gravitatG  to  feed  the  Urban  Area. 

During  tha  year  the  supply  of  water  has  been  satisfactory  as 
regards  quality  and  quantity.  In  only  one  case  was  complaint  received 
of  inadequate  supply.  This  was  referred  to  the  Central  Flintshire 
Water  Board  who  carried  out  a mains  improvement  scheme  which  alleviated 
tho  conditions  complained  of. 

During  the  year  3 samples  of  drinking  water  were  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 
Of  those  2 wore  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  1 unsatisfactory.  Regarding 
the  unsatisfactory  sample  this  was  taken  up  with  tho  Central  Flintshire 
Wator  Board  who  investigated  the  cause  of  tho  unsatisfactory  samplo. 

From  the  Central  Flintshire  Water  Board  it  is  learned  that  the 
water  supply  has  no  fluoride  content  and  the  addition  of  fluoride  has 
not  been  authorised.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  houses 
and  population  supplied  from  public  mains.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

To  ensure  a satisfactory  swimming  bath  water,  testing  is  carried  out 
regularly  for  chlorination  and  acidity.  4 samples  of  water  were  obtained 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Hoalth  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological 
Examination. 

All  4 samples  were  satisfactory  thus  proving  that  the  work  done  in 
1968  was  effective.  The  swimming  bath  was  again  closed  for  a period  to 
enable  maintenance  to  be  carried  out  to  ensure  that  the  existing  high 
quality  of  the  water  is  maintained. 
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CLEAN  AIR 


The  causes  of  the  majority  of  complaints  of  nuisance  received  during 
the  year  can  be  classified  under  two  headings s- 

(a)  A factory  manufacturing  cement. 

(b)  A factory  manufacturing  pipe  uare. 

Since  the  closure  of  the  factory  manufacturing  pipe  uare  the  major 
cause  of  complaint  of  nuisance  is  from  a factory  manufacturing  cement. 

This  gives  rise  to  intermittent  nuisance  usually  caused  by  breakdown 
of  the  electro  static  precipitators.  These  complaints  are  passed  to 
H.n.  Alkali  Works  Inspector  and  the  nuisance  is  commonly  of  short  duration. 

MOVEABLE  DUELLINGS 


The  question  of  caravans  being  used  as  permanent  dwellings  is  not 
causing  any  serious  concern  in  the  Urban  District.  It  has  been  necessary 
on  a number  of  occasions  for  action  to  be  taken  under  the  Bye-laws  governing 
Buckley  Common  for  the  removal  of  caravans  used  by  Gypsies  and  Itinerant 
traders  who  have  visited  the  area. 

There  are  no  registered  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban  District.  There 
is  however  one  site  operated  as  a transit  site  by  certificate  of  an 
exempted  organisation.  During  the  year  no  action  in  respect  of  this 
site  has  been  necessary. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative  who  made  368  visits  and 
inspections  during  the  year.  All  types  of  properties  have  been  inspected 
and  treatment  carried  out  where  infestations  were  discovered.  The 
Council’s  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Uorks  were  periodically  treated  and 
treatment  of  sewers  was  again  carried  out,  all  with  good  results.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Collection 


During  the  year  there  has  been  a steady  and  consistent  increase 
in  the  provision  of  binsac  units  for  the  District  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy  five  (1875)  properties  out  of  a total  cf 
three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  five  (3085)  are  nou  provided 
with  paper  sack  units . It  is  anticipated  that  all  properties  in 

the  Urban  District  will  bo  converted  to  the  paper  sack  system  by 


1974. 


A particular  point  of  interest  is  that  as  a result  of  the 
decrease  in  density  of  refuse,  over  50  per  cent  of  properties  use 
two  sacks  or  more  per  uoek. 

The  Council  al3o  offer  a free  collection  of  bulky  household 
discards  on  request. 

Labour 

During  the  year  this  Council  has  not  boon  affected  by  the 
national  unrest  in  the  refuse  collection  services,  and  I am  pleased 
to  report,  once  again,  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  replace  any 
of  the  personnel. 

Since  the  service  cannot  be  operated  uithout  the  use  of 
adequate  and  competent  labour,  manpouor  will  continue  to  bo  the 
most  important  part  of  the  service,  the  character  of  the  work 
requiring  intelligence,  patience,  courtesy,  tact  and  integrity, 
and  in  general  this  is  given  by  the  men  uithout  stint. 

Vehicles 


During  the  year  the  Council  have  authorised  the  supply  in 
1970  of  tuo  neu  screu  compression  refuse  collection  vehicles  of 
oach  of  19/60  cubic  yard  capacity.  A heavy  duty  tractor  shovel 
has  also  boen  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  tip  control. 

The  bringing  into  use  of  the  nou  vehicles  uill  necessitate 
some  reorganisation  of  effort  uhich  should  have  the  effect  of 
improving  efficiency  and  also  uorking  conditions. 


During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  uork  has  progressed  in  the 
site  preparations  for  the  use  of  the  neu  tip  at  Buckley  3unction 
uhich  should  be  ready  early  in  197G.  This  tip  uill  be  used  jointly 
by  Buckley  Urban  District  Council  and  Hauarden  Rural  District 
Council  but  uill  be  controlled  and  operated  by  the  Buckley  Urban 
District  Council,  and  on  present  usage  should  cator  for  the  needs 
of  both  Districts  for  a minimum  of  10  years.
